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INTRODUCTION. 


The  Eighth  Annual  Report  on  the  Statistics  of  Municipal  Finances 
covering  the  financial  years  ending  between  November  30,  1913  and  April 
1,  1914,  is  submitted  herewith.  The  report  consists  of  a  compilation  for 
all  municipalities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  their  receipts  and  payments 
for  all  municipal  purposes,  including  debt  transactions,  together  with 
statements  of  outstanding  indebtedness;  and  these  data  having  been 
compiled  on  a  uniform  basis  are  comparable,  not  only  between  munic- 
ipalities but  over  a  period  of  years. 

The  aggregate  financial  transactions  of  the  353  municipalities  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  the  period  under  review  are  shown  in  summarized 
statements  on  page  vi,  the  first  representing  all  those  expenditures  for 
municipal  purposes  which,  in  any  municipality  properly  administered  in 
accordance  with  sound  principles  of  finance,  should  be  treated  as  charge- 
able to  revenue.  It  is  important  that  it  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  word 
"chargeable"  used  in  this  connection  and  in  other  places  in  this  report 
is  not  synonymous  with  the  word  "charged."  To  classify  certain  ex- 
penditures as  chargeable  to  revenue  is  quite  different  from  stating  that 
they  have  been  actually  so  charged.  Too  frequently,  indeed,  in  times 
past,  funds  for  current  expenses,  instead  of  being  procured  from  taxation 
or  other  revenues,  have  been  obtained  either  from  loans  issued  for  pur- 
poses for  which  no  municipality  ought  ever  to  have  incurred  debt,  or 
from  other  sources  the  character  of  which  should  have  guaranteed  their 
retention  as  capital  assets. 

The  second  statement  is  a  summary  exhibit  of  the  revenue  from  all 
sources  available  for  meeting  those  expenditures  which  were,  or  should 
have  been,  properly  chargeable  to  such  receipts. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  current  charges  against  revenue  aggregated 
$96,179,000,  and  that  the  revenue  available  for  the  same  was  $98,185,974, 
or  an  aggregate  excess  of  revenue  for  municipal  purposes  in  1913  of  $2,006,- 
974.  For  1912,  the  aggregate  municipal  revenue  of  the  Commonwealth 
amounted  to  $93,990,710,  with  charges  against  the  same  of  $90,563,923,  — 
an  excess  of  revenue  aggregating  $3,426,787.  We  may  accordingly  note 
that  while  the  revenue  charges  show  an  increase  in  1913  over  1912  of 
$5,615,077,  or  6.2  per  cent,  the  increase  in  the  revenue  available  to  meet 
these  expenditures  was  only  $4,195,264,  or  4.5  per  cent.     The  temptation

to  draw  inferences  from  insufficient  data  should,  however,  always  be 
avoided;  these^ figures  are,  therefore,  not  cited  and  should  not  be  accepted 
as  indicating  a  tendency,  for  obviously  a  tendency  cannot  be  determined 
by  a  comparison  of  data  for  two  years  only.  They  are  of  passing  interest, 
however,  as  a  warning  and  a  possible  guide-post  for  the  near  future.

The  usual  tables  are  presented  on  pages  xxvi  to  xxxvii  showing  (1) 
comparisons  over  a  five-year  period  (in  this  instance  from  1909  to  1913), 
for  the  cities  and  large  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  of  revenue  for  current 
charges  and  current  charges  against  revenue,  with  the  resulting  excess  or 
deficiency  of  revenue;^   also  the  excess  or  deficiency  of  revenue  for  the 

1  For  the  years  1910,  1911, 1912,  and  1913  premiums  received  on  account  of  loans  have  been  included  with 
the  revenue,  since  premiums  are  used  to  meet  exjienses  chargeable  to  revenue. 
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towns  under  5,000  population  for  the  years  1912  and  1913;  (2)  the  distri- 
bution for  1913  of  the  charges  against  revenue  into  maintenance,  interest, 
and  debt  requirements  for  the  cities  and  large  towns;  and  (3)  a  compara- 
tive statement  for  the  cities  for  the  years  1909  and  1913  of  valuation, 
revenue  for  current  charges,  and  current  charges  against  revenue,  with 
percentages  of  increase  or  decrease. 

These  tables  continue  to  reflect  quite  clearly,  as  in  former  reports, 
the  increase  of  public  expenditures;  this  increase  is  due  to  a  variety  of 
causes  which  we  have  not  attempted  to  analyze  in  this  connection,  but 
in  conjunction  with  which  increasing  population  and  valuation  should 
naturally  be  taken  into  account  along  with  the  continual  broadening  of 
the  functions  of  government.  Measured,  however,  by  the  aggregate  of 
current  charges  against  revenue,  it  appears,  from  an  examination  of  the 
table  on  pages  xxvi,  xxvii,  that  these  expenditures  rose  in  the  33  cities  of 
the  Commonwealth  during  the  five-year  period  1909-1913  from  $59,595,195 
to  $72,592,599,  or  21.8  per  cent,  and  from  the  table  on  pages  xxviii,  xxix 
that  the  increase  in  the  towns  of  over  5,000  population  was  from  $12,347,121 
in  1909  to  $15,327,031  in  1913,  or  24.1  per  cent,  —  that  is,  an  aggregate 
increase  for  all  municipalities  roughly  classified  as  urban  of  $15,977,314, 
or  22.2  per  cent.  With  but  three  exceptions,  all  the  cities  of  the  Com- 
monwealth contributed  to  this  increase,  which  ranged  from  $4,596,999 
in  Boston,  or  17.5  per  cent,  down  to  $12,229  in  Marlborough,  or  4.1  per 
cent;   the  large  towns,  with  one  exception,  also  showed  an  increase.^ 

The  comment  in  my  last  report  on  the  significance  of  these  presentations 
is  still  applicable  and  may,  therefore,  properly  be  repeated  here:  "While 
growing  expenditures  for  purposes  chargeable  to  revenue  may  well  be  a 
subject  of  public  concern,  one  must  not  be  too  hasty  in  assuming  that 
the}^  necessarily  reflect  improvidence  or  financial  mismanagement,  or 
that  in  those  cases  where  a  decrease  or  only  a  nominal  increase  is  shown, 
a  model  administration  can  be  assumed  to  exist.  No  doubt,  if  all  the 
facts  could  be  ascertained,  a  certain  percentage  of  the  totals,  for  even 
those  municipalities  which  make  the  best  showing  in  these  tables,  would 
be  found  to  spell  extravagance  and  waste;  but  on  the  other  hand  it  can 
be  asserted  with  a  confidence  born  of  knowledge  that  much  of  the  in- 
crease in  expenditures  properly  chargeable  to  revenue  during  the  five- 
year  period  under  consideration  is  to  be  attributed  to  three  other  causes 
which  are  distinctly  to  the  credit  of  those  responsible  for  their  operation, 
namely,  (a)  improved  methods  of  financing  all  current  maintenance 
requirements  by  providing  for  the  same  in  the  tax  levy  instead  of  treating 
a  part  of  them  as  for  non-revenue  purposes  and  borrowing  therefor;  (b) 
treating  the  cost  of  so-called  permanent  improvements  which  are  annually 
recurrent,  and  in  some  cases  those  which  are  not,  as  an  expense  to  be  paid 
for  from  current  taxation  rather  than  incurring  debt  for  the  same;    (c)

The  Maintenance  Cost  of  Municipal  Government  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 
The  trend  of  expenditures  in  Massachusetts  for  the  several  func- 
tions of  municipal  government  for  the  period  1907-1913  is  graphi^lly 
shown  by  means  of  the  chart  on  municipal  expenditures,  which  is  b»ed 
upon  the  data  of  the  cities  and  the  large  towns  of  the  Commonwe*th. 
The  figures  upon  which  the  chart  is  based  are  given  for  the  first  andfc|,st 
two  years  of  the  period,  namely,  1907,  1912,  and  1913,  in  the  columnar 
statement  on  page  ix.  It  is  clearly  seen  from  this  presentation  that  the 
function  of  government  which  requires  the  greatest  proportion  of  the 
total  expenditure  from  revenue  for  its  maintenance  is  that  of  educating 
the  people  through  the  medium  of  the  public  schools  and  libraries;  but 
this  proportion,  which  had  shown  a  tendency  to  increase  between  1907 
and  1912,  is  observed  to  have  remained  constant  for  the  last  two  years 
of  the  period.  The  proportion  (9.7  per  cent)  of  the  total  expenditure  for 
highways  has  also  remained  constant  for  1912  and  1913,  while  the  propor- 
tionate expenditure  for  public  service  enterprises  (5.8  per  cent  of  the  whole) 
has  remained  stationary  during  the  entire  seven  years.  The  only  functions 
of  government  in  which  there  has  been  any  appreciable  decrease  in  pro- 
portionate expenditures  during  the  years  1912  and  1913  are  Interest,  Gen- 
eral Government,  and  Soldiers'  Benefits,  and  the  last-mentioned  may,  of 
course,  be  expected  to  diminish  to  the  vanishing  point  with  the  passing 
of  the  veterans  of  the  Civil  War.  The  slight  tendency  noted  in  my 
preceding  report  covering  the  year  1912  toward  an  increase  in  the  relative 
amount  of  expenditures  for  the  protection  of  persons  and  property,  for 
health  and  sanitation  purposes,  for  charities,  and  for  recreation,  is  still 
noticeable;  and  since  each  of  these  several  functions  is  especially  related 
to  population  growth,  the  demands  which  they  are  bound  to  make  upon 
the  sources  of  revenue  may  probably  be  expected  to  increase  gradually. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  several  fluctuations  in  the  percentages 
indicating  the  relation  of  the  expenditures  for  each  function  to  the  whole 
have  not  yet  been  sufficient  throughout  the  entire  period  1907-1913  to 
necessitate  any  change  in  the  order  of  arrangement;  that  is  to  say,  the 
educational  function  required  for  its  maintenance  the  largest  percentage 
of  the  total  available  revenue  throughout  the  entire  period,  while  ex- 
penditures for  cemetery  purposes  required  the  least,  and  the  relative 
positions  of  the  other  functions,  except  Interest  and  Unclassified,  between 
these  two  extremes  were  the  same  in  1913  as  in  1907.

The  Debt  Burden. 
In  the  year  1911,  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  made  a  special  investiga- 
tion of  the  subject  of  municipal  indebtedness  in  Massachusetts  which 
disclosed  outstanding  net  indebtedness  at  the  close  of  the  municipal 
year  1910  aggregating  $177,709,819.58,  of  which  $168,572,253.21  was 
funded  or  fixed  debt.  A  similar  compilation  was  made  for  the  year  1912 
and  with  these  have  been  placed  in  the  following  table  the  corresponding 
figures  for  1913.  Similar  data  were  not  completely  compiled  for  certain 
of  the  towns  for  the  year  1911,  and  figures  for  that  year  have,  therefore, 
not  been  included  in  the  presentation.

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It  will  be  noted  that  between  1910  and  1912,  a  period  of  two  years, 
the  debt  classified  as  "trust  funds  used"  decreased  in  the  amount  of 
$159,673,  while  in  the  single  year  between  1912  and  1913  this  class  of 
debt  decreased  by  $189,459.  On  the  other  hand,  the  public  service 
enterprise  debt  increased  in  the  two-year  period,  1910-1912,  $3,859,776, 
and  in  1913  it  showed  an  increase  over  1912  of  $2,878,563.  The  general 
debt  outstanding  at  the  close  of  1912  represented  an  increase  during  the 
preceding  two-year  period  of  $3,825,002,  or  2.2  per  cent,  whereas  the 
increase  in  the  amount  of  outstanding  indebtedness  of  this  character  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1913  represented  an  increase  in  the  single  year  over 
1912  of  $5,479,230,  or  3.1  per  cent.  The  total  net  funded  or  fixed  debt, 
accordingly,  showed  an  increase  between  1910  and  1912  of  $5,918,128, 
or  3.5  per  cent,  but  the  increase  during  the  single  year  following  amounted 
to  $9,258,632,  or  5.3  per  cent.  Approximately  $15,000,000  was  thus 
added  to  the  outstanding  net  funded  or  fixed  indebtedness  of  the  munici- 
palities of  Massachusetts  during  the  three  years  1911,  1912,  and  1913, 
of  which  amount  practically  $6,000,000  was  added  during  the  two  former 
years,  an  average  of  about  $3,000,000  a  year,  while  some  $9,000,000  was 
added  in  the  year  1913  alone. 

Perhaps  some  explanation  of  what  thus  appears  to  be  a  peculiarly  dis- 
proportionate increase  in  the  net  funded  or  fixed  debt  outstanding  at  the 
close  of  1913  over  the  indebtedness  outstanding  at  the  close  of  1912  may 
be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  period  which  elapsed  between  the  passage 
of  the  Municipal  Indebtedness  Act  by  the  Legislature  of  1913  and  the 
date  when  it  took  full  effect,  January  1,  1914,  afforded  a  final  oppor- 
tunity for  a  few  months  longer  of  issuing  bonded  debt  in  the  form  of 
municipal  loans,  for  ten  years  if  desired,  for  current  expenses;  also  for 
clearing  up  old  accounts  which  it  was  appreciated  could  not  be  done  in 
this  manner  after  the  new  law  once  became  operative.  Payments  on 
account  of  interest,  it  is  true,  continued  to  show  a  tendency  to  decline 
in  1913,  being  14  per  cent  of  all  expenditures  chargeable  to  revenue,  as 
against  14.5  per  cent  in  1912,  but  interest  on  loans  negotiated  after  the 
passage  of  the  Municipal  Indebtedness  Act,  that  is,  during  the  latter 
part  of  1913,  Avould  not,  of  course,  be  reflected  in  the  transactions  of 
1913;  to  what  extent,  however,  the  tendency  of  interest  payments  to  in- 
crease in  the  years  following  1913  will  be  offset  by  lower  interest  pay- 
ments due  to  the  increased  issue  of  loans  by  the  serial  method,  remains 
to  be  seen. 

But  it  would  be  grossly  unfair  to  the  municipalities  of  the  Common- 
wealth as  a  whole  to  intimate  that  this  marked  increase  in  the  growth 
of  debt  in  1913  was  due  to  the  reason  just  suggested;  for  while  it  was 
doubtless  a  contributing  factor,  it  is  not  difficult  to  find  causes  in  indi- 
vidual cities  for  extraordinary  increases  in  the  local  debt  burden  which, 
while  throwing  the  percentage  of  municipal  debt  increase  for  the  Com-

monwealth  apparently  quite  out  of  proportion,  may  be  entirely  satis- 
factory to  the  citizens  of  these  cities. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  abnormal  conditions  in  1913  just  referred 
to  may  have  created  a  situation  which  will  offset  for  a  few  years  the 
diminution  in  the  debt  and  interest  burden  which  would  otherwise  have 
been  promptly  promoted  by  the  operation  of  a  statute  which  is  now 
forcing  provision  to  be  made  in  the  tax  levy  for  all  current  expenses  and 
has  virtually  put  a  stop  to  the  practice  formerly  so  common  of  incurring 
funded  or  fixed  debt  for  that  purpose. 

The  following  table  and  the  chart  on  debt  studies  show  the  rate  of 
growth  by  amounts  and  percentages  in  assessed  valuation  and  net  funded 
or  fixed  debt  for  the  period  1907-1913,  and  also  the  ratio  between  the 
two  for  each  year.  It  appears  that  the  increase  in  the  debt  between 
1912  and  1913  was  so  out  of  proportion  to  the  increase  in  assessed 
valuation  as  to  cause  the  ratio  between  the  two,  which  had  been  steadily 
dropping  from  4.8  per  cent  in  1908  to  4.4  per  cent  in  1912,  to  be  arrested 
at  the  latter  figure.  The  gratifying  condition  in  respect  to  municipal  in- 
debtedness, to  which  attention  was  called  in  my  last  report,  as  reflected 
by  a  comparison  of  the  relation  between  assessed  valuations  and  net 
funded  or  fixed  debt  for  the  period  1907-1912,  is  no  longer  reflected  in 
the  figures  for  1913.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  assessed  valuations  showed, 
each  year  over  those  of  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  from  3  to  4  per 
cent  in  the  period  1907-1911,  while  in  the  same  period  there  was  a  diminu- 
tion in  the  rate  at  which  municipal  indebtedness  was  increasing.  Thus, 
in  1908  the  percentage  of  increase  in  municipal  indebtedness  was  3.2  per 
cent  over  that  of  1907,  which  is  greater  than  the  rate  at  which  the 
assessed  valuation  had  increased  during  the  same  year,  and  in  calling 
attention  to  this  fact,  I  said:  "Certainly  when  debt  is  increasing  faster 
than  valuations,  as  was  the  case  in  1908,  a  serious  condition  of  aft'airs 
is  disclosed,  such  as  cannot  be  allowed  to  continue  indefinitely  without 
bankruptcy  being  ultimately  reached;  for  either  valuations  must  be 
increased  to  meet  increasing  debt  charges  - — •  to  say  nothing  of  increasing 
current  expenses  paid  directly  from  the  tax  levy  —  or  else  the  tax  rate 
must  be  steadily  marked  up  each  year  out  of  all  proportion  to  normal 
requirements  for  current  expenses."  But  we  find  that  valuations  at  the 
close  of  the  period  ending  in  1912  were  increasing  at  almost  twice  the 
rate  at  which  the  debt  was  increasing,  the  rate  of  the  annual  increase  in 
the  latter  having  dropped  to  2.1  per  cent. 

The  corresponding  relation  disclosed  by  the  returns  for  1913  is  some- 
what startling,  since  it  appears  that  while  valuations  increased  in  1913 
over  1912  nearly  one  per  cent,  the  net  funded  or  fixed  debt  increased  by 
a  round  three  per  cent;  the  debt  is  again  found  to  have  increased,  as 
was  the  case  in  1908,  at  a  greater  rate  than  the  assessed  valuations.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  sudden  jump  in  the  rate  of  increase  in  indebted- 
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ness,  especially  when  it  is  seen  to  be  so  disproportionate  with  the  increase 
in  assessed  valuations  for  the  same  year,  will  prove,  because  of  certain 
abnormal  conditions  operating  in  1913  already  alluded  to,  to  be  temporary.

The  Certification  of  Town  and  District  Notes. 

In  my  Seventh  Annual  Report,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that 
there  was  no  general  law  whereby  fire,  water,  watch,  light,  and  im- 
provement districts  might  borrow  for  purposes  other  than  in  anticipation 
of  revenue,  although  the  creation  of  such  districts  was  authorized  by  the 
statute,  and  their  powers  and  duties  were  similar  in  every  respect  to 
those  of  the  towns. 

I  therefore  prepared  a  bill  giving  districts  the  right  to  incur  debt 
for  the  same  purposes  as  those  for  which  towns  were  allowed  to  borrow 
under  Chapter  719  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  as  amended,  with  the  result  that 
Chapter  85  of  the  General  Acts  of  1915  was  passed,  which  gives  dis- 
tricts the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  are  enjoyed  by  towns.  The 
passage  of  this  act  will  eliminate  the  frequent  appeals  to  the  Legislature 
for  authority  to  incur  debts  for  permanent  improvements  which  are 
absolutely  necessary  for  efiicient  service,  but  the  entire  cost  of  which, 
if  included  in  a  single  year's  tax  levy,  would  be  more  of  a  burden  than  the 
taxpayer  ought  to  be  required  to  bear. 

To  meet  the  frequent  demands  made  by  investors  in  municipal  securi- 
ties for  information  relative  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  towns,  I  have 
had  prepared  special  schedules  on  which  data  have  been  obtained  from 
the  proper  officials  relative  to  assessed  valuations,  outstanding  indebted- 
ness, and  authorized  indebtedness.  From  these  data  reference  cards  are  ' 
made  which  make  available  information  which  is  of  the  utmost  value  to 
this  office  in  determining  the  legality  of  notes,  as  well  as  to  investors 
and  to  the  public  in  general. 

The  number  of  notes  annually  certified  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau 
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of  Statistics  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  616,  Acts  of  1910  and  the 
amount  of  loans  represented  by  such  notes,  will  be  seen  from  the  follow- 
ing table  and  from  the  chart  showing  the  certification  of  notes:

These  figures  prove  conclusively  the  popularity  of  the  town  and  dis- 
trict note  certification  acts,  for  while  revenue  loans  can  be  issued  only 
upon  notes,  other  debts  may  be  incurred  by  issuing  either  notes  or  bonds; 
nevertheless,  the  table  clearly  shows  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
notes  certified  has  been  due  to  debt  issued  for  purposes  other  than  in 
anticipation  of  revenue. 

The  care  taken  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  to  insure  the  investor 
against  forgery  and  to  establish  the  legality  of  notes  has  been  officially 
recognized  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  which  has  approved  Massa- 
chusetts town  notes,  duly  certified  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Sta- 
tistics, as  proper  investments  for  Federal  Reserve  banks. 


Municipal  Finance  Legislation  of  1915. 
Several  important  acts  relating  to  municipal  finance,  chiefly  in  the 
nature  of  perfecting  amendments  to  the  municipal  indebtedness  legisla- 
tion of  1913,  were  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1915,  of  which  record 
should  be  here  made.  One  of  these  (Chapter  18,  General  Acts  of  1915)  is 
entitled  "An  Act  relative  to  the  Fixing  of  a  Tax  Limit  in  Cities,"  and 
is  intended  to  establish  the  right  of  each  city  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
fix  a  limit  upon  the  rate  of  taxation  for  municipal  purposes.  A  provi- 
sion of  the  general  Municipal  Indebtedness  Act  of  1913  abolished  the 
so-called  $12  tax  limit  which  had  been  imposed  upon  the  cities  by  the 
general  act  of  1885  and  substituted  a  provision  intended  to  make  the 
fixing  of  such  a  limit  optional.  The  phraseology  of  this  provision,  how- 
ever, was  such  as  to  require  an  amendment  to  meet  the  immediate  needs 
of  cities.  The  amended  provision,  which  reads  as  follows,  makes  quite  clear 
the  right  of  a  city  in  any  year  to  establish  a  tax  limit  for  that  year :  — 

Within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  citj^  council  or  other  go^•- 
erning  body  of  eveiy  city,  except  Boston,  shall  give  a  public  hearing  in  regard  to  estab- 
hshing  a  tax  limit  for  that  city.    The  time  and  place  of  holding  such  hearing  shall  be 
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duly  advertised,  and,  after  the  hearing,  any  city,  except  Boston,  may  provide  by 
ordinance  that  the  taxes  assessed  on  property  therein,  exclusive  of  the  state  tax  and 
other  amounts  assessed  upon  the  city  by  the  commonwealth,  the  county  tax  and 
sums  required  by  law  to  be  raised  on  account  of  the  city  debt,  shall  not  exceed  an 
amount  specified  in  the  ordinance  on  every  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  average  of 
the  assessors'  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  therein  for  the  preceding  three  3^ears, 
such  valuation  being  first  reduced  by  the  amount  of  all  abatements  allowed  thereon 
previous  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  the  year  preceding  said  assessment; 
and  the  tax  hmit  so  established  by  ordinance  shall  have  the  force  of  law  until  it  is 
annulled  or  modified  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  or  other  governing  body  of  the 
city.  The  maj'-or,  or  in  cities  having  a  commission  form  of  government,  so-called, 
the  commissioner  or  director  of  finance  may  request  a  change  in  the  tax  hmit  as  then 
existing  or  the  fixing  of  a  hmit,  and  when  such  request  is  submitted  in  writing  to  the 
city  council,  the  city  council  shall  inunediately  order  a  pubhc  hearing  to  be  held  in 
not  less  than  seven  days  thereafter  relative  to  the  fixing  of  a  tax  hmit,  and  if  such  hear- 
ing shall  have  been  held  the  council  may  by  ordinance  fix  a  limit  or  abohsh  a  hmit 
previously  estabhshed,  and  such  ordinance  shall  remain  in  force  until  further  modified, 
as  above  provided;  but  no  tax  hmit  shall  be  established  or  changed  except  during 
the  period  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  May  in  any  year. 
Said  ordinance  shall  be  passed  only  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  city  council  or  other 
governing  body  of  the  city. 

In  the  provisions  made  in  the  Act  of  1913  relating  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  budget  in  cities,  the  mayor  was  authorized,  after  submitting 
the  original  budget  for  current  expenses,  to  submit  supplementary  bud- 
gets "until  such  time  as  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  shall  be  fixed,"  a  pro- 
vision found  to  be  open  to  a  construction  which  might  prevent  the  issue 
of  loans  based  upon  a  supplementary  budget  prepared  after  the  tax 
rate  had  been  fixed,  notwithstanding  such  proposed  loans  might  be  for 
the  incurrence  of  indebtedness  entirely  within  the  authority  of  law  and 
having  no  relation  whatever  to  expenditures  for  current  expenses  pro- 
vided for  in  the  year's  tax  levy.  The  act  was  accordingly  amended  by 
Chapter  138  of  the  General  Acts  of  1915,  entitled  "An  Act  relative  to 
the  Preparation  of  the  Annual  Budget  in  Cities,"  which  eliminated  the 
words  "until  such  time  as  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  shall  be  fixed."  The 
Act  of  1913  had  also  provided  that  "the  budget  shall  consist  of  an  item- 
ized and  detailed  statement  of  the  money  required,"  which  was  open 
to  the  construction  —  and  was,  indeed,  so  construed  in  one  instance  in 
1914  —  of  permitting  a  mayor  to  fix  salary  rates  regardless  of  the  views 
of  a  department;  the  amendatory  legislation  of  1915  accordingly  stipu- 
lated that  "the  budget  shall  not  be  in  such  detail  as  to  fix  a  specific 
salary  of  employees  under  the  direction  of  boards  elected  by  the  people, 
other  than  the  city  council."  The  Act  of  1915  also  defines  more  clearly 
the  authority  of  city  officers  to  incur  liabilities  in  the  period  after  the 
expiration  of  the  fiscal  year  and  before  the  regular  appropriations  have 
been  made  by  the  City  Council.  The  provisions  governing  the  procedure 
relative  to  the  preparation  of  the  budget  as  they  now  stand  (Section  20, 
Chapter  719  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  as  amended  by  Chapter  138,  General 
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Acts  of  1915)  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  tfieir  reprinting  in 
full  in  this  place:  — 

Within  sixty  daj^s  after  the  annual  oi'ganization  of  the  citj''  government,  the  ma3'or 
of  every  city,  except  Boston  and  those  cities  having  the  commission  form  of  govern- 
ment, so-called,  shall  submit  to  the  city  council  the  annual  budget  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  city,  and  the  mayor  maj^  submit  thereafter  supplementary  budgets. 
The  budget  shall  consist  of  an  itemized  and  detailed  statement  of  the  money  required, 
and  the  cit}^  council  shall  make  such  appropriations  in  detail,  clearly  specifjnng  the 
amount  to  be  expended  for  each  particular  purpose,  but  the  budget  shall  not  be  in 
such  detail  as  to  fix  a  specific  salary  of  employees  under  the  direction  of  boards  elected 
by  the  people,  other  than  the  city  council.  The  city  council  may  reduce  or  reject 
any  item,  but,  without  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in  nor 
the  total  of  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  offi- 
cials, when  so  requested  by  the  mayor,  to  submit  to  liim  forthwith  in  such  detail 
as  he  may  require  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  of  the  expenditures  of  their  depart- 
ments or  offices  imder  their  charge,  which  estimate  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city 
council.  In  case  of  the  failure  of  the  mayor  to  transmit  in  writing  to  the  citj^  council 
a  recommendation  for  an  appropriation  of  money  for  any  purpose  deemed  by  the 
council  to  be  necessary,  and  after  having  been  so  requested  by  vote  of  the  city  council, 
said  council,  after  the  expiration  of  seven  days  after  such  vote,  upon  its  own  initiative, 
may  make  an  appropriation  for  such  purpose  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two  thirds  of  its 
members,  and  shall  in  all  cases  make  such  appropriations  in  detail,  clearly  specifying 
the  amount  to  be  expended  for  each  particular  purpose,  but  the  budget  shall  not  be 
in  such  detail  as  to  fix  a  specific  salary  of  employees  under  the  direction  of  boards 
elected  by  the  people,  other  than  the  city  council;  and  in  cities  having  the  commission 
form  of  govermnent,  so-called,  each  commissioner  or  director  shall,  ^vithin  thirty 
days  after  the  annual  organization  of  the  city  government,  submit  to  the  commis- 
sioner or  director  of  finance  estimates  in  such  detail  as  he  may  require  of  the  amounts 
deemed  necessary  for  the  current  expenses  for  their  respective  departments,  and  the 
commissioner  or  director  of  finance  shall  wdthin  thirty  days  thereafter  submit  to  the 
city  council  a  budget  consisting  of  an  itemized  and  detailed  statement  of  the  money 
required,  but  the  budget  shall  not  be  in  such  detail  as  to  fix  a  specific  salary  of  em- 
ployees under  the  direction  of  boards  elected  by  the  people,  other  than  the  city  coimcil, 
and  majr  submit  thereafter  supplemental  budgets,  and  the  budget  or  budgets  shall  be 
passed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  city  council.  In  case  of  the  failm'e  of  the  finance 
commissioner  or  director  to  transmit  in  writing  to  the  city  council  a  recommenda- 
tion for  an  appropriation  of  money  for  any  purpose  deemed  by  the  council  to  be 
necessary,  and  after  having  been  requested  by  vote  of  the  city  council,  said  council, 
after  the  expiration  of  seven  days  after  such  vote,  upon  its  own  initiative,  may  make 
an  appropriation  for  such  purpose  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two  thirds  of  all  its  members, 
and  shall  in  all  cases  make  such  appropriations  in  detail,  clearly  specifjdng  the  amount 
to  be  expended  for  each  particular  purpose,  but  the  budget  shall  not  be  in  such  detail 
as  to  fix  a  specific  salary  of  employees  under  the  direction  of  boards  elected  by  the 
people,  other  than  the  city  council.  In  the  period  after  the  expiration  of  any  fiscal 
year  and  before  the  regular  appropriations  have  been  made  by  the  city  council,"  the 
city  officers  who  are  authorized  to  make  expenditures  may  incur  liabilities  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  the  several  departments  entrusted  to  them,  and  pajTuents  therefor 
shall  be  made  from  the  treasurj-  from  any  available  funds  therein,  and  the  same  shall 
be  charged  against  the  next  annual  appropriation:  provided,  that  the  habilities  in- 
curred during  said  interval  do  not  exceed  in  any  month  the  smns  spent  for  similar 
pin-poses  dviring  any  one  month  of  the  preceding  j'^ear;  and  provided,  further,  that 
said  officers  maj^  expend  in  any  one  month  for  any  new  officer  or  board  created  bj^  law 
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an  amount  not  exceeding  one  twelfth  of  the  estimated  cost  for  the  current  year,  but 
all  interest  and  debt  falling  due  in  said  interval  shall  be  paid.  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  prevent  the  mayor  from  recommending,  and  the  city  council  from  making, 
appropriations  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  annual  budget. 

The  Municipal  Indebtedness  Act  of  1913  provided  that  cities  and 
towns  might  incur  debt  outside  the  debt  limit,  so  called,  "for  establish- 
ing, purchasing,  extending,  or  enlarging  a  gas  or  electric  lighting  plant 
within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  town"  for  a  period  of  20  years.  Whether  a 
municipality  might  incur  such  debt  in  cases  where  it  was  proposed  to 
extend  a  lighting  plant  beyond  the  limits  of  the  municipality  issuing  the 
loan  was  doubtful,  even  though  authority  to  so  extend  lines  had  been 
granted  by  the  Legislature.  The  provision  was  accordingly  amended  by 
Chapter  115,  General  Acts  of  1915,  so  as  to  authorize  the  incurrence  of 
indebtedness  "for  extending  or  enlarging  a  gas  or  electric  lighting  plant 
within  the  limits  of  the  territory  within  which  such  gas  or  electric  lighting 
plant  is  authorized  to  distribute  its  product." 

To  avoid  the  necessity  of  calling  special  town  meetings  between  Jan- 
uary 1  and  the  annual  town  meeting  for  the  express  purpose  of  author- 
izing loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  a  procedure  which  seemed  unneces- 
sary but  which  was  unavoidable  under  the  law  as  it  then  stood,  the 
Legislature  passed  an  act  (Chapter  83,  General  Acts  of  1915)  providing 
that  "the  town  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the  select- 
men, may  borrow  on  notes  of  the  town  during  any  one  month  between 
January  first  and  the  next  annual  town  meeting  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one-twelfth  of  the  previous  tax  levy,  the  same  to  be  regarded  as  a  part 
of  the  total  amount  which  may  be  borrowed  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  3  of  Chapter  719  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  as  amended."  The  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  is  required  in  certifying  notes  issued  under 
the  authority  of  this  act  to  furnish  a  statement  certifying  to  the  amount 
of  the  tax  levy  of  the  preceding  year  as  filed  with  the  Tax  Commissioner 
by  the  assessors  of  the  town. 

By  Chapter  84  of  the  General  Acts  of  1915,  it  was  provided  that  the 
certification  of  town  and  district  notes  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics  under  the  law  should  be  deemed  iwima  facie  evidence  of  the 
liability  of  the  town  or  district  issuing  the  same  for  the  payment  of  the 
debt. 

By  Chapter  285  of  the  General  Acts  of  1915,  the  Director  of  the 
Bureau  was  authorized  to  place  on  notes  submitted  to  him  for  certifica- 
tion such  denominations  as  will  show  the  purpose  for  which  the  same 
are  issued  and  as  may  be  required  by  law  to  appear  thereon. 
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The   Auditing   op   Municipal   Accounts   and   the   Installation   of 

Accounting  Systems. 
Since  the  appearance  of  my  last  report  a  year  ago,  four  towns  have 
petitioned  for  a  first  audit  of  their  accounts  and  the  installation  of  an 
accounting  system  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  598,  Acts  of  1910,  namely,  Duxbury,  Lanesborough,  Natick, 
and  Winthrop;  and  two  cities,  Attleboro  and  Somerville,  have  petitioned 
for  the  installation  of  an  accounting  system.  There  are  67  municipalities 
(16  cities  and  51  towns)  which  have  taken  advantage  of  the  act  up  to 
this  time,  the  list  being  as  follows :  —

The  statute  under  which  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  makes  audits  of  munic- 
ipal accounts  places  the  initiative  entirely  with  the  cities  and  towns;  the 
fact  that  67  municipalities,  within  a  period  of  five  years,  have  voluntarily 
taken  advantage  of  the  act  would  seem  to  constitute  a  most  creditable 
record.  It  is  not  improbable,  however,  that  there  are  numerous  towns 
which  would  take  advantage  of  the  act  were  it  not  for  the  provision  of 
law  which  requires  the  cost  of  the  work  to  be  assessed  upon  them,  and 
it  is  beyond  dispute  that  many  small  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  whose 
accounts  have  never  been  audited  in  any  true  sense  of  the  term  are  sorely 
in  need  of  such  an  examination  and  the  installation  of  a  simple,  effective 
system  of  accounting.  The  Legislature  may  well,  in  my  opinion,  give 
serious  consideration  to  the  question  of   the  desirability   of  the  State's 
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assuming  the  expense  of  the  performance  of  this  service  for  certain  of  the 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  —  those,  for  example,  having  a  valuation 
of  less  than  $1,000,000,  there  being  99  in  this  class. 

The  present  law  permits  cities  to  petition  the  Bureau  for  an  audit  of 
their  accounts  or  the  installation  of  an  accounting  system,  and  they  may, 
of  course,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  in  most  cases  do,  petition  for  both; 
while  in  terms  the  act  permits  towns  to  petition  only  for  an  audit  of 
accounts,  it  is  mandatory  upon  the  Bureau  to  install  an  accounting 
system  in  conjunction  with  such  audit.  There  is  reason  to  believe, 
however,  that  in  some  cases  towns  which  are  very  much  in  need  of  a 
thorough  audit  of  their  accounts  and  are  disposed  to  admit  the  fact  do 
not  so  readil.y  perceive  in  advance  the  desirability  of  a  reform  in  their 
accounting  methods.  I  wish  to  suggest,  therefore,  the  expediency  of 
placing  certain  towns  on  the  same  basis  as  the  cities  and  permitting  a 
petition  for  an  audit  of  accounts,  allowing  the  town  to  determine  upon 
the  completion  of  the  audit  whether  an  improved  accounting  system 
might  not  then  be  installed  to  advantage.  There  are  circumstances, 
also,  under  which  selectmen  ought,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  given  author- 
ity, without  awaiting  the  vote  of  a  town  meeting,  to  petition  the  Bureau 
for  an  audit  of  accounts  at  the  cost  of  the  town.  It  is  my  intention  to 
present  drafts  of  bills  embodying  these  several  suggestions  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature. 

Conclusion. 

Evidence  of  the  value  of  these  reports  as  a  source  of  information  to 
administrative  officers,  to  citizens  interested  in  an  efficient  management  of 
the  finances  of  their  respective  communities,  and  to  students  of  municipal 
problems  generally,  is  constantly  increasing.  This  is  apparent  from  the 
daily  demands  made  upon  this  office  for  data  of  this  character  which  are 
now^here  else  obtainable;  also  from  the  appeals  which  are  constantly  being 
made  to  the  Bureau  by  local  officials  for  decision  and  advice  upon  a  mul- 
titude of  problems,  necessitating  the  possession  of  such  information  in  the 
department  files  as  a  basis  for  intelligent  judgment;  and,  during  the  ses- 
sions of  the  General  Court,  appeals  from  legislative  committees  to  which 
measures  relating  to  these  questions  have  been  referred.  Without  under- 
taking a  review  at  this  time  of  the  progress  made  in  this  field  since  it  was 
entered  upon  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  nine  years  ago,  it  is  perhaps  suffi- 
cient to  point  out  that  most  of  the  purely  statistical  difficulties  which 
were  encountered  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  work  —  due  to  inadequate 
and  lax  accounting  methods,  to  indifference  on  the  part  of  local  officials, 
a  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  significance  of  the  undertaking,  and  a  gen- 
eral underlying  suspicion  of  any  activity  on  the  part  of  a  state  department 
in  matters  which  had  always  been  regarded  as  purely  local  —  have  been 
almost  entirely  overcome.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  policy  of  care- 
fully refraining  from  unduly  forcing  the  views  of  the  Bureau  upon  local 
authorities,  while  endeavoring  to  properly  acquaint  them  with  the  fact 
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that  the  department  is  possessed  of  resources  which  might  be  helpful  and 
that  it  is  animated  wholly  and  solely  by  a  desire  to  be  of  service,  has  been 
fully  vindicated. 

The  Bureau  will,  however,  fall  far  short  of  its  capacity  for  usefulness 
in  this  field  if  it  is  to  be  content  with  gathering  and  tabulating  infor- 
mation which  reflects  financial  transactions  only.  There  is  a  vital  need, 
the  fulfilment  of  which  should  be  no  longer  delayed,  of  gathering  physical 
data  for  correlation  with  the  financial,  in  order  that  the  true  significance 
of  the  latter  may  be  apparent  and  the  people  may  know  what  municipal 
government  is  costing  and  whether  they  are  receiving  a  dollar's  worth 
of  service  for  each  dollar  of  taxes.  We  can  now  state  with  reasonable 
accuracy  and  in  comparable  form  what  each  of  our  cities  and  towns  is 
spending  annually  for  the  support  of  the  several  functions  of  govern- 
ment, but  a  comparison  of  the  expenditures  for  highways  is  obviously 
of  limited  value  in  the  absence  of  information  as  to  the  mileage  or  area 
of  the  streets  and  the  kind  of  paving  on  which  the  sums  reported  are 
spent;  and  presumably  the  number  of  children  who  must  be  provided 
for  and  the  number  of  teachers  and  salary  rates  paid  have  a  direct 
bearing  upon  the  varying  aggregates  expended  by  our  municipalities  on 
their  public  school  systems.  We  should,  in  short,  take  account  of  munic- 
ipal assets  as  well  as  liabilities,  and  only  when  this  is  done  will  it  be  pos- 
sible to  point  out  the  relative  efficiency  or  inefiiciency  with  which  our 
cities  and  towns  are  governed.  It  is  my  hope  that  provision  may  be  made 
in  the  budget  of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year  sufficient  to  enable 
a  beginning  to  be  made  in  this  direction. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  continued  appreciation  of  the 
faithfulness  and  ability  show^n  in  the  'performance  of  their  respective 
duties  by  Mr.  Theodore  N.  Waddell,  Chief  of  the  Municipal  Division, 
having  general  direction  of  the  work;  also  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief 
Accountant,  in  charge  of  auditing  municipal  accounts  and  installing  ac- 
counting systems  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth;  and 
Miss  Hannah  M.  Varney,  who  has  had  immediate  supervision  over  the 
preparation  of  the  tabulations  of  this  report  for  the  printer.

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PLAN   OF  THE   REPORT. 

The  statistical  presentations  of  this  report,  following  the  introductory 
matter,  are  arranged  in  three  principal  parts,  devoted  respectively  to  the 
finances  of  (I)  the  33  cities;  (II)  the  70  towns  having  a  population  of  5,000 
or  over;  and  (III)  the  towns  having  a  population  of  less  than  5,000.  In 
all  the  tabulations,  unless  otherwise  indicated,  the  cities  and  towns  are 
arranged  in  order  of  population  for  convenience  of  comparison. 

Part  I.  —  Cities. 
This    part    is    subdivided    as    follows :  —  (A)    Summary    of    Financial 
Transactions;    (B)   Receipts  from  Revenue;    (C)   Payments  for  Mainte- 
nance and  Interest;    (D)  Indebtedness;    and  (E)  Cash  Balances. 

(A)  Summary  of  Financial  Transactions. 
This  division  consists  of  a  summary  table  (designated  Table  I)  or 
general  survey  of  all  the  financial  transactions  of  the  33  cities  of  the  Com- 
monwealth (pp.  4-23).  The  several  cities,  with  the  exception  of  Boston, 
which  has  financial  transactions  of  such  magnitude  as  to  warrant  pre- 
sentation independently  of  the  other  cities,  are  arranged  and  graded,  for 
purposes  of  comparison,  according  to  the  population  of  the  United  States 
Census  of  1910,  the  receipts  being  shown  on  the  left-hand  page  and  the 
payments  on  the  right,  typographical  considerations  making  it  necessary 
to  adopt  an  arbitrary  grouping  of  four  municipalities  to  a  page. 

(B)     Receipts  from  Revenue. 

Table  II  (pp.  26,  27)  shows  receipts  from  General  and  Table  III  (pp. 
28,  29)  receipts  from  Commercial  Revenue.  The  former  consists  of  taxes, 
licenses  and  permits,  fines  and  forfeits,  grants  and  gifts,  and  all  other  gen- 
eral revenue;  while  the  latter  is  composed  of  revenue  from  special  assess- 
ments (whether  for  expenses  or  outlays),  privileges,  departmental  earnings, 
public  service  enterprises,  cemeteries,  and  interest. 

Table  IV  (pp.  30-36)  is  an  exhibit  of  classified  Departmental  Earnings 
(being  the  detail  of  Column  D  of  Table  III),  from  which  may  be  seen  the 
amount  of  revenue  received  by  the  several  municipalities  from  their 
various  departments.  Unclassified  receipts  are  excluded  because  of  their 
diversity.  This  table  is  self-explanatory  and  is  suggestive  as  disclosing 
the  varying  degree  to  which  different  cities  have  discovered  opportunities 
for  revenue  from  this  source. 

Table  V  (p.  37)  is  a  tabulation  of  interest  receipts  classified  so  as  to 
show  the  amount  of  interest  derived  from  money  on  deposit,  from  de- 
ferred taxes  and  special  assessments,  from  public  trust  funds  (sub-classified 
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according  to  particular  funds,  so  far  as  is  practicable),  from  investment 
funds,  and  from  miscellaneous  sources. 

Table  VI  (p.  38)  presents  a  summary  of  revenue  receipts,  giving  within 
the  scope  of  a  single  table  in  a  form  convenient  for  comparison  the  re- 
ceipts from  all  sources  of  revenue  of  the  33  cities. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the  total  revenue  receipts  of  the  33 
cities  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  year  covered  by  the  report,  76.2  per 
cent  is  from  general  revenue  sources  and  23.8  per  cent  from  commercial 
revenue  sources.  The  revenue  receipts  of  the  city  of  Boston  are  76.8  per 
cent  from  general  and  23.2  per  cent  from  commercial  sources. 

(C)     Payments  for  Maintenance  and  Interest. 

The  tables  in  this  division,  VII  to  X,  inclusive  (pp.  41-62),  exhibit 
gross  payments,  classified  in  detail,  on  account  of  the  maintenance  cost, 
or  what  are  sometimes  called  the  "current  expenses"  of  the  various  de- 
partments or  kinds  of  municipal  services.  Interest  payments  are  similarly 
but  separately  shown,  not  only  because  it  is  desirable  to  exhibit  this 
item  of  expense  independently,  but  because  interest  is  properly  a  capital 
rather  than  a  departmental  charge. 

It  would  be  most  interesting  and  significant,  too,  if  we  could  calculate 
the  net  cost  of  the  several  municipal  services  so  as  to  show  the  actual 
burden  of  each  upon  the  taxpayer,  and  it  might  be  supposed  that  such 
a  figure  could  be  obtained  simply  by  deducting  the  earnings  of  a  depart- 
ment from  the  amount  necessary  to  maintain  it;  but  there  is  as  yet  on  the 
part  of  accounting  authorities  no  clear  or  general  understanding  as  to 
what  receipts  should  be  treated  as  departmental  earnings,  thereby  con- 
stituting a  proper  offset  to  expense,  and  what,  on  the  other  hand,  being 
in  the  nature  of  an  assessment  upon  the  taxpayer  rather  than  a  charge 
upon  the  citizen,  cannot  be  legitimately  deducted  from  a  gross  cost 
figure  in  order  to  obtain  net  cost  of  maintenance. 

In  comparing  certain  departmental  expenses,  large  differences  will  occa- 
sionally be  noted  for  the  same  class  of  service,  the  reason  for  which  is 
not  sufficiently  apparent  to  warrant  our  attempting  to  assign  it  without 
more  or  less  exhaustive  inquiry.  Meanwhile  the  differences,  even  for  a 
single  year,  which  may  be  noted  in  these  comparative  tables  for  cities  of 
approximately  the  same  size  should  stimulate  local  discussion  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  whether  a  satisfactory  explanation  can  be  found. 

From  the  interest  table  (p.  62)  we  note  that  the  total  interest  burden 
of  the  33  cities  for  the  year  covered  by  the  report  w^as  $10,827,390.52,  of 
which  $5,990,383.41,  or  55.3  per  cent,  was  interest  on  the  general  debt; 
$599,986.52,  or  5.6  per  cent,  was  interest  on  tax  and  other  temporary 
loans;  $23,228.30,  or  0.2  per  cent,  was  interest  on  trust  funds  used;  the 
remaining  38.9  per  cent  of  the  total  interest  payments  being  for  debt  on 
account  of  public  service  enterprise  and  cemetery  loans,  metropolitan 
assessments  for  sewer,  park,   and  water  purposes,   state  assessments  on 
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account  of  grade  crossing  abolition,  and  miscellaneous  debt  not  specified. 
It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  total  assessment  on  the  city  of  Boston 
for  interest  on  metropolitan  debts  was  $1,639,490.27,  or  28.4  per  cent  of 
the  total  interest  burden  of  the  city.  (See  also  payments  to  the  state 
sinking  and  loan  funds  on  page  68.)  Over  56  per  cent  of  Somerville's 
total  interest  burden  is  on  account  of  metropolitan  assessments. 

(D)     Indebtedness. 

Table  XI  (p.  65)  shows  the  outstanding  indebtedness  classified  by  the 
character  of  the  obligation;  Table  XII  (p.  66),  the  relation  of  indebtedness 
to  valuation,  the  valuation  figures  as  reported  to  the  Tax  Commissioner 
being  used;  Table  XIII  (p.  67),  the  debt  transactions  for  1913,  classified 
according  to  the  character  of  the  obligation;  Table  XIV  (p.  68)  shows 
separately  the  payments  to  the  state  sinking  and  loan  funds;  and  Table 
XV  (p.  69)  shows  the  method  of  meeting  debt  requirements  from  taxation. 

A  tabulation  which  gives  figures  for  the  funded  or  fixed  debt  and  the 
net  debt  only  of  a  municipality  does  not,  however,  tell  the  whole  story 
of  the  debt  burden.  Tax  loans,  it  is  true,  are  not  included  in  reckoning 
the  limit  of  indebtedness  under  the  law,  but  though  they  are  temporary 
transactions  with  uncollected  taxes  presumably  as  an  offsetting  asset, 
they  constitute  in  fact  a  permanent  burden,  since  they  are  as  a  class 
annually  recurrent.  That  is  to  say,  in  numerous  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth, there  is  always  an  outstanding  debt  consisting  of  temporary 
interest-bearing  loans  which  may  be  no  sooner  paid  off  than  new  loans 
of  a  similar  kind  are  negotiated,  and  in  addition  to  these  temporary 
loans  there  is  also  in  some  cities  at  the  end  of  each  year  a  certain  amount 
of  unpaid  warrants  or  orders  which  must  be  treated  as  a  liability,  even 
though  there  is  an  offset  in  a  sufficient  amount  of  cash  on  hand.  Loans 
in  anticipation  of  bond  issues,  although  of  a  temporary  character,  are  in 
reality  fixed  debt  (having  no  assets  as  an  offset)  and  in  Table  XII  are 
included  in  the  total  of  funded  or  fixed  debt  and  reckoned  in  determining 
the  net  debt.  Table  XI  (p.  65)  has  therefore  been  prepared  for  the  pur- 
pose of  showing  the  aggregate  outstanding  indebtedness,  including  not 
only  the  funded  or  fixed  debt,  but  also  temporary  debt  and  warrants  or 
orders  unpaid. 

The  net  funded  or  fixed  debt  is  found  by  deducting  from  the  total 
funded  or  fixed  debt  the  amount  which  has  been  set  aside  in  sinking  funds 
to  pay  the  debt  when  due.  Funded  or  fixed  debt  does  not  include  tax 
loans  or  outstanding  warrants  or  orders,  because  these  debts  are  con- 
sidered temporary  and  it  is  assumed  that  such  obligations  are  offset  by 
theoretically  "quick"  assets.  Thus,  tax  loans  are  offset  by  uncollected 
taxes,  and  warrants  or  orders  by  cash  on  hand. 

The  table  of  debt  transactions  (p.  67)  is  of  interest  as  showing  the 
amount  of  debt  incurred  during  the  fiscal  year  1913  for  the  several  pur- 
poses specified,  and  the  amount  of  debt  cancelled  during  the  year,  except- 
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ing  payments  to  the  state  sinking  and  loan  funds  on  account  of  grade 
crossings  and  metropolitan  assessments  for  sewer,  park,  and  water  pur- 
poses. These  payments  represent  the  cancellation  of  a  portion  of  the 
city's  debt  incurred  by  the  State  on  its  account,  and  for  this  reason  are 
excluded. 

Included  in  the  term  "General  Loans"  in  the  table  of  debt  transac- 
tions are  not  only  loans  issued  for  general  purposes  but  likewise  all  loans 
whether  specified  as  for  school,  fire,  or  police,  etc.,  purposes,  since  these 
could  not  be  shown  separately  by  figures  which  would  be  comparable. 

Payments  to  the  state  sinking  and  loan  funds  on  account  of  grade  cross- 
ings and  metropolitan  sewer,  park,  and  water  assessments  are  shown 
separately  in  Table  XIV  (p.  68).  The  aggregate  amount  thus  paid  for 
the  33  cities  in  1913  was  11,012,096.28,  of  which  Boston  paid  $657,970.43, 
or  65  per  cent. 

Table  XV  (p.  69)  is  of  interest  as  showing  the  relative  use  by  the  33 
cities  of  Massachusetts  of  the  two  methods  of  meeting  their  debt  obliga- 
tions. The  payments  to  the  state  sinking  and  loan  funds  on  account  of 
grade  crossings  and  metropolitan  assessments  are  included  in  this  table 
in  order  to  show  the  annual  debt  charges  against  revenue,  but  they  are 
assessments  and  not  properly  charged  as  a  serial  or  municipal  sinking 
fund  payment. 

(E)     Cash  Balances. 

Table  XVI  (p.  73)  shows  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand  held  by  the 
treasurer  and  departments  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
1913. 

Part  II.  —  Towns  Over  5,000  Population. 

The  subdivisions  of  this  part  are  as  follows :  —  (A)  Summary  of  Fi- 
nancial Transactions;    (B)  Indebtedness;    (C)  Cash  Balances. 

The  tables  in  Division  A,  Summary  of  Financial  Transactions  (pp. 
78-117),  are  similar  in  form  and  detail  to  those  given  for  the  cities  in 
Part  I,  the  towns  being  arranged  in  groups  of  four  according  to  graded 
population,  wdth  the  exception  of  Brookline,  the  largest  town,  which  is 
presented  separately  as  its  transactions  are  scarcely  comparable  with 
those  of  any  other  town.  The  tables  in  the  division  devoted  to  Indebted- 
ness (II,  III,  IV,  V,  and  VI,  on  pp.  120-126,  inclusive)  are  similar  to 
those  given  for  the  cities,  and  the  comments  made  in  the  latter  connec- 
tion are  likewise  applicable  to  the  towns.  The  statements  of  Cash 
Bala7ices  (pp.  128,  129)  for  the  towns  are  also  self-explanatory. 

Part  III.  —  Towns  Under  5,000  Population.
